Prospectors Use 
Eotvos Balance 

Dr. Keys Explained Method 
In Lecture 



VERY SENSITIVE 



Instrument Measures Minute 
Variations In Acceleration 
Due To Gravity 

The ^appliciitlon of the Eotvos 
balance In gravitational methods- of 
prospecting was explained by Dr. D. 
A. Keys, ■ associate professor of Phy- 
sics at McGill in the Physics Building 
last n!ght. Dr. Keys illustrated the 
use of the balance by a largo number 
of ."îlldes. 

In order to explain the theory ot tho 
balança Uhe leelaiiV dis.ciissed -' ' brieCy 
the theory of simply pendulums. If 
tlieto la a heavy mass of ore under- 

noalh tho .tpot whero tho pendulum Is 
swinging, then tho. period of swing 
diminishes. Dr. Keys referred to the 
to the work of Mr. Miller of Ottn- 
V. a. In making measurements of the 
v.iuie of the at or li l atiOM dii.; to grov- 
liy, at different places all over Cana- 
da. 

Baron Kotvos of Austria Invented 
the balance, now known by his name, 
i-.hich measures m'.niito varlatlou.s in 
tliu value of g. Tho balance con.sists of 
tv.'i) bobs suHjicnded from tho same 
support, one being on a horizontal 
arm, and Ihc other hanging on a ver- 
tical wire about AO cent'mctera below. 
The balance turns In the direction In 
wlili!)i ;ht> horizontal gravity Bia<lLMit 
s a maxlunim. Dr. Keys pointed out 

Variations In the dlrocttnn of the 
arm of the baluanco are recorded on 
1 photographic plale by means of the 
'U'lu reflected friun a ainail mirror 
allai'lied to Ih.f nnn. It \n thuH nece.i- 
.■iary to lake all the inea.suremonts 
with Ih's Instrument In a hut, said 
the speaker. 

The Eotvos Halnrn'o can he cniloy- 
ofi to deterin'no ilic horizontal gravity 
jjjad'ent, tho gravity anomaly, and 
iho horizontal directing tendency a 
any given station. It does not men 
sure the value of g absolutely, but is 
HI nsltlvo Io miniitrt varla«'ons In It 
'I'Ik-io is a change In tho horizontal 
grad'ent due to a change In the den- 
sity of Ihe siibsUnce 'near the sur 
face of Uio grotmd. 

Dr. Keys po!.i!ed out that there 
aro nevcral correction^ wh^oh must 
III' applied to tho reading of the ba 
'.'.rcc, such as tho terrain and topo 
graphic effects. The terrain effect Is 
duo to niiy largo rocks wHhIn 100 
fed of tho Instiumcnt. Tho topogra- 
idi.'o effect Is due to other 'argo nias- 
■Jva vrilhin 1000 fC2t of tho balance,. 
Other corre..tlons must be made for 
mounta'ns or hills within 6 miles of 
Iho balance.

Kvery 
Faculty in the I'lilvr.'i.ly voted chy 
w.'lh III- I'xei'pt Inn of Law, which 
turned in a, majority i,( nearly five 
to ono In favor of beer. .S79 cast bal- 
lets so Iho majority of 203 aga'nst 
licer makes tho University more than 
CO per cent against the proposal. 

i\rts. Science, and Commerce, 'a: 
the snnto tlmo electing members to 
the Students' Counoil and tho Scarlol 
Key' Society, polled the heaviest vote, 
Mid turned In almo.nr .i (xo to one 
difcat for tho proposed change In the 
the Union diet. fiSG ballots were 
cast, representing nearly 75 per cent 
of the total. This overwhelming ma- 
Jorfty where the voting wa.i tho hea- 
vieet presumably gives a fair estimat- 
ion of the student opinion, wh'ch 
Judging by this is very much opposed 
tc tho change. 

.Majorities .were decisive in all fa- 
culties with the single exception of 
.Medicine, which rejected the measure 
by a .score ot 4S-45. Ilowev.jr, as 
llicre were no other olocilons on at 
the time in tho Medical Building, and 
a.-, only one class the First Yeiir had 
lectures there yesterday, less than 
one quarter of the number of students 
n the entire Faculty voters .nnd « 
true conception of tho Medical opinion 
"onnot bo dcdttcod. 

Theology, were the most decisive In 
their vote, being exactly eight to one 
against beer with 32 votes In opposi- 
tion nnd only 4 in favor. Arts was the 
next most decided ap.iinst beer, hav- 
ing a majority of over two to one 
in the largest number of votes cast by 
any Faculty, 356 registering, out ot 
which number beer was defeated by 
a count of 240 to 112. Science re- 
titrned almost .a two to one verdict 
uitli 137 (.Imposed and 7.i in favor, and 
Coniniorco held the same opinion by 
a vote of 73 to 40. 

Law showed a much greater ma- 
jority in favor of beer than did any 
other largo faculty against it, casting 
53 votes for and 11 against to return 
a fivo to one decision, and prevented 
a unanimous verdict by Faculty vole.

monwealth," dollvorod at tho mooUng 
of tho R.V.C. Historical Club, which 
was held In the Faculty Room of tho 
U.V.C. Tho second speaker, Miss- Win- 
ifred Armstrong, gavo an aildic.'ia on 
Tho Infliicnco of Sea-power In the 
Suven Year's War." 

With tho establishment ot tho Coin- 
;nonwealth, said Miss Lyman, the 
Navy w.is reorKaiiiscd, sti-cn.ç-llu'no.l 
and given better eriulpment. There waa 
a tendency to have a constant war- 
lime navy Instead of a few ships for 
war and impressed merchantmen. At 
this lime, tho British first made their 
appo.iranco in tho Mediterranean. War 
caiuc soon between the English and 
the Dutch because of similar maritime 
Interests. Tho winning oC tlu; flisl 
Dutch W.ar by tho Urltlsh added to 
tliçlr prestige' abroad, for tho Dutch 
navy was noted tor Its strength. Dur- 
ing tho whole period, tho navy grew 
more efficient. 

A new naval strategy waa developed 
durlnj; tiio war, mainly by tho genius 
of Pitt. Englond's War Minister. His 
"system" embodied this now Idea that 
tho navy's chief function is to aid mil- 
itary efforts, to protect commerco and 
tM aid or prevent communlcjition 
Ohoiseul, France's War Minister, did 
nurl )in.4irsiçti>4 this itif^togy and tlius

A NOTABLE MEETING 

There have li£K>n few events at the Uni- 
verfitv thi.^ yo^ir more wortliy of note than the 
meeting of the Debating Union Society which 
takes place in \hc Union this evening. The 
meeting is an important one for several rea- 
sons; chief of which is the presence of two 
public men of the calibre of the Hon. Athanase 
David and Mr. John S. Ewart. Another is the 
fact that the subject to be debated, the ques- 
tion of Canada"? future pt.rai5 in the British 
Empire, is one that is being more and more 
thought of and spoken on by intelligent per- 
sons in all walkf ^'f life in Canada .-înd that will 
have a great ea-nomic and polit ic^il effect on 
the future history of Canada. A third ]K»int 
one may note i? that this meeting marks the re- 
turn of the Debating Union debates to the Ox- 
ford-Cambridge system, and abandonment, at 
temporarily, of the humorous, if some- 
wliat rowdy. Mock Parliament form. 

Tonight the debate will be opened by J. 
D. Jefferi.';. introducing the motion. "Besolved, 
thai this house would disapprove any loosening 
of the tie between Canada and the British Em- 
liirt." Fred V. .Stone will reply in the negative, 
arid "hei- 'he two main speakers of the evening 
will adclre.-.- the house, Hon. David for the af- 
firmative and Mr. Ewart against the motion. 
The various memoer.^ C'l the house will then ex- 
press their viewt irorr. the floor, just as in re- 
gular Parliaments. It is this system of having
